REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. Claims 7-9, 1 1 , and 1 3 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The applicant's Remarks, filed on 03/05/2009, have been carefully reviewed with 
update search. Consequently, reasons for allowance of claims 7-9, 1 1 , and 13 are set 
forth in the follow: 
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Regarding claim 7, the prior art made of record fails to clearly teach or fairly 
suggest the feature of a sliding mobile phone comprises a bending wave loudspeaker 
comprising a plate-like element in the exposed section on a rear of the second housing 
part for emitting audible signals and an operating element for exciting bending waves in 
the plate-like element, wherein the bending wave loudspeaker and operating element 
are located on an outside surface of the acoustic area that faces away from a user and 
the bending wave loudspeaker travels on a path that is parallel to the keypad when 
each housing part is displaced by sliding, in combination with other limitations, as 
specified in the independent claim 7, and further limitations of their respective 
dependent claims 8-9, 1 1 , and 13.
